Coffee County Commission hears positive report regarding roll-off service

Coffee County 
Commissioners received an 
update Monday morning, Feb: 


~ 27, of “the” Coffee County 


Landfill’s Roll-Off Service. 

County engineer Randy 
Tindell ‘said it was this time. last 
year, that’ Commissioners made 
the decision for the county to-go 
into the roll-off business ‘at the 
landfill. Now: a year later, he- 
said he thought it- would be good 
to provide a presentation on the 
service. 

According to the presentation, 
the demand for the service has 
far exceeded the expectations. 
When the county began the ven- 
ture it was forecast that the serv- 
ice would provide an average of 
78 active containers, two. trucks 
would be operational on a full- 
time basis and 600 tons per 
month would be provided to the 
Coffee Count fill. 

Initially, 116 roll-off contain- 
ers. were purchased and the 
county. obtained two new roll- 
off trucks. 

From the beginning, officials 
say the service has seen a steady 
growth, and it is on track this 
month (February 2006) to have 
an average of 96 active contain- 
ers,, The actual tonnage. deliy- 
ered to. the landfill also. well 
exceeds the original forecast set 
to provide approximately 3,000 
tons in Feb. 2006. 

In Feb., the county also will 
service 10 sub-contracts, oper- 
ate over 3 trucks full time and 


employ three full-time person- 

ne] with the roll-off business. 
The ‘roll-off. service’ has. an 

annualized revenue of approxi- 


anately.$ 1,041,483. - 


-While officials ‘say they. do 
not know where. the roll-off 
service will level at, they say it 
certainly is not showing signs of 
slowing down right now. 

The service is diverse and-sta- 
ble and currently benefits the 
Coffee’ County Landfill by 
$500,000 per year. 

Commissioners made 
progress. with lawn care. bids 
that were tabled during the 
Monday, Feb. 13, meeting. 

Commissioner Robert 
Stephens said he would like to 
take the bid for the Elba court- 
house off the table and award it 
to the low bidder. The low bid 
for this project was provided by 
Fay’s Nursery at $9,900) for 
three years. Stephens. said the 
bidder had indicated he would 
include a cancellation clause in 
the bid, 

The motion received a second 
from Commissioner Linda 
Westbrook and passed by an 
unanimous vote. 

Commissioner Jim Thompson 
then said he did not want to 
accept the low bid for the 
Enterprise Courthouse because 
of the way the grounds. look. 
Therefore, he made a motion to 
reject the bids for the lawn care 
at the Enterprise courthouse. He 
received a second from 
Commissioner Bernest Brooks. 

The two bids received for this
